try for a radius of five miles around 
the federal penitentiary today for the 


26 convicts who succeeded in escaping 


yesterday. 
The country is w ild and rough, and 
offers excellent opportunity for escape. 


A ll the convicts are desperate armed 


men. 
It was not known at first that the 


result of the m utiny 
and 
fight with 
the guards was that one convict was 


killed and four guards shot. 
It is be­ 


lieved also that m any fleeing convicts

wounded by bullets

guards. 
D uring the night there were reports 


from all directions of horses and veh i­

Joseph Marie Jacquard will alway3 he 
regarded as one of the foremost inventors 
in the textile world and his loom as one 
of the most brilliant of industrial inven­ 
tions. 
Few h a re ever accomplished such 
a revolution in industry, and still fewer 
have by so doing alleviated the sufferings 
*and improved the condition of their fel­ 
low' laborers to the extent realized by 
Jacquard. 
Jacq uard was in the full 
sense of the word a self made m an of 
the people, and it is this fact th a t makes 
the study of his life particularly inter­ 
esting to an American. 
Born in Lyons July 7, 17.52, son of a 
silk weaver, he assisted his father at the 
I loom from his earliest years, acting as a 
j “draw boy,” as those workmen 
were 
j termed who pulled the strings by wrhich 
means the w arp was manipulated on the 
¡ old loomrs so as to weave figured goods, 
j H ere lie became familiar with all the 
j woes of the “draw boy’s” life, and so 
I deeply did they impress themselves on 
j his mind that the desire to do aw ay with 
i this drudgery continued to be his leading 
I thought throughout life. The boy’s health 
I gave way at the loom, so he w as ap- 
j prenticed to a bookbinder and later to a 
I type founder. 
But the demon of inven- 
1 tive genius had already seized upon him, 
! and he spent most of his time in tinkering 


j and was regarded as hopelessly lazy by 
| those around him. 
W hen Jacquard was twenty years of 
| age. his father died, leaving him a small 
I patrimony, with which the young man 
j began weaving brocades on his own ac­ 
count and soon after married. 
B ut he 
devoted most of his time to tinkering 
around on his looms, and this, with his 
inexperience, brought about his business 
failure within a few years. 
Silk industry being at a low tide, young 
Jacquard had to accept work in a lime­ 
kiln, while his wife found employment in 
plaiting straw hats. 
In 1790 the idea of a loom th a t would 
do away with the “draw boys” assumed 
definite shape iu Jacquard's mind, but 
his extreme poverty rendered it impossi­ 
ble for him to construct a model at th at 
time. 
However, he did not despair, and 
a copy of “Poor Richard’s Alm anac,” 
which came into his hands about this 
time, encouraged him all the more to per­ 
severe and to try to triumph in spite of 
his poverty. 
Domestic afflictions now overwhelmed 
him. 
H aving enlisted in the army for the 
national defense with his young son, he 
saw the latter fall at his side in an, en­ 
gagement on the Rhine. 
Returning to 
Lyons Jacquard arrived just in time to 
be at the^dtRihbed of his wife. 
He was employed as day laborer in a 
factory and devoted his evenings with 
great zeal to the modeling of his favorite 
idea. 
Most of the work was done with a 
jackknife. 
In 1800 his loom was finished. 
A model sent to the industrial exposition 
in 1801 brought him a bronze medal and 
a call to P aris to, repair the looms of the 
Conservatoire des A rts et Metiers at 
n salary of 3,000 francs per annum. 
While there he saw the loom with which 
V ancanson had vainly tried to solve the 
question which occupied Jacquard, and 
from this loom our inventor gained some 
new ideas. 
H e returned to Lyons and 
after two years’ faithful work succeeded 
in bringing forth a loom which effectively 
solved the difficulty and enabled a single 
weaver to weave figured goods. 
The gov 
em inent at once granted him a pension 
of 3,000 francs and a royalty of 50 francs 
per loom. 
To understand exactly the value of 
this invention it must be bornp iu mind 
th a t up to this time the weaving of fig 
ured goods required from five to ten 
workmen to each loom, most of them be 
ing employed in pulling the strings, by 
which means the w arp was opened for 
the passage of the shuttle. 
A string had 
to be d iaw n for every passage of the 
shuttle. 
T hus the “draw boys” bad to 
work rapidly. 
T he pulling was heavy, 
necessitating a strained position and re 
quiring the most painful exactness, as a 
single mistake would m ar the figure. For 
this clmvsr ap paratu s of strings ami 
pedals, requiring the attention of a ntun 
her of w irkmeu. Jacquard substituted a 
contrivance as simple as ingenious*, en 
sliding a -ingle workman to execute th# 
most c<i. ¡jli'* patterns as easily sis pi: i 
goods.

PAYING PRESIDENTS. 


Roosevelt’s First Salary Check—Last 
Payment For McKinley. 
T he treasury departm ent has sent a 
m essenger to the W hite H ouse w ith 
President R oosevelt's first check, says 
the W ashington Star. 
It w as for $2,- 
017.74 and Is the pay for seventeen 
days of the m onth of Septem ber. 
The 
estate o f P resident M cK inley w ill be 
paid a check for $1,850.88. 
T here w as 
a good deal of discussion In the treas­ 
ury about these checks and exactly 
how to divide them . 
President M cK in­ 
ley died early on the morning of Sept. 
14, and President R oosevelt took the 
oath that day. 
U nder the law Mr. 
R ooseveit m ust be paid the salary of 
president from and including th e day 
he took the oath. 
T he question w as 
not on this, how ever. 
F or a num ber of years each president 
has been paid m onthly one-tw elfth of 
$50,000 a year, fhe only case in the gov- | 
ernm ent service In w hich the regular | 
salary table w as not follow ed. 
By i 
this system 
P resident M cK inley re- j 
ccived $4,166.66 for tw o m onths in ev« j 
ery quarter and $4,100.07 for the third 
month o f the quarter, m aking the total 
for the quarter $12,500. 
A s Septem ber I 
w as the third month o f the quarter th* j 
salary f c / that month w a s $4,160.07. 
D ivided by thirty days the proportion 
going to P resident R oosevelt would 
have been $2,361 and to the estate of 
the dead president $1,805.44. 
The audi­ 
tor's office insisted on a division on 
the basis that 
President 
R ooseveit 
should receive 17.92 o f the entire salary 
for the third quarter of the yea#- there 
being ninety-tw o days in that quarter. 
T his division gave the sum s that 
w ere agreed upou. 
H ereafter the reg­ 
ular book o f the treasury w ill be used 
in the salary paym ents of the presi­ 
d e n t 
T his system w ill give different 
am ounts each month, according to the 
num ber o f days in the month. 
F or the 
fourth quarter the pay w ill be: Octo­ 
ber, 31 days, $4,212; 
Novem ber, 30 
days, $4,070; Decem ber, 31 days. $4,- 
212. 
For the first quarter o f n ext year 
the president w ill receive checks as 
follow s: January, 31 days, $4,305.60; 
February, 28 days, $3,888.80; M arch, 31 
days. $4,305.00.

T h * . Steel Corporatfoa’s Financial 
*Loia Since S t r ik e B e g s a E stim ated 
to Exceed 30,000,000—B ailnni Com- 
mnnity and Stock* and Securities 
Alto Sailer Heavily. 


In speaking of the great steel strike 
the 
Pittsburg correspondent of the 
New York Commercial Advertiser says 
that the fund of the Amalgamated As­ 
sociation of Iron, Steel and Tin Work­ 
ers Is not nearly sufficient to enable it 
to cope with the billion dollar United 
States Steel corporation. The surplus 
In the treasury, which is not more than 
$70,000, must be devoted to paying $4 a 
w eek to the members of the association 
who are idle because of the disagree­ 
m ent between their leaders and the 
m ill owners. The assessm ents that can 
be levied and the voiuntary contribu­ 
tions together, tt is estim ated, will not 
am ount to more than $35,000 a month, 
all of which, if the constitution of the 
association is to be complied with, 
m ust go to the Am algam ated men. 
About 15,000 members of the Amal­ 
gam ated association are on strike. To 
provide for them w ill require about 
$00,000 a week. But in addition to that 
President Shaffer has promised to pro­ 
vide for all nonunion men who leave 
work in sympathy w ith the Amalga­ 
mated association. That promise car­ 
ries with it an im m ense obligation. It 
Is estim ated that at least 100,000 non­ 
association men have struck. If they 
are to receive the sam e allowance as 
the Amalgamated men, the weekly ex­ 
penditure from the association’s treas­ 
ury w ill amount to $460,000, not count­ 
ing the routine expenditures for office 
work and pay for organizers on duty. 
The promise of aid from the Federa­ 
tion of Labor is lim ited by a clause in 
the constitution of the federation. The 
assessm ent of 1 per cent per member 
w eekly for strike fund purposes is all 
that is permitted. Calculating the total 
membership of thj^ federation at 1,200,- 
000, that would give a possible total 
contribution of $12,000 a week, or 
$600,000 a year of 50 working weeks. 
But It m ast be remembered that the 
federation has given som ething like 
$80,000 to aid the striking machinists 
during the present year. That sum 
m ust be deducted from tha total possi­ 
ble contribution of the federation fcr 
the present year to aid the Amalgamat­ 
ed strikers. Aid from the federation 
ether than that m ust be provided by a 
rpeclal assessm ent of the federation’s 
members. 
So far as the treasury of the Amalga­ 
mated association Is concerned, there­ 
fore, the strikers find them selves lam­ 
entably lacking in funds. 
The officers 
say, however, that the true Amalga­ 
m ated men will not ask relief at the 
rate of $4 weekly. T hat m ay be correct 
of the men who m ake large salaries, 
but if the promise of the officials to 
provide for the poorer strikers is ful­ 
filled the treasury of the Amalgamated 
w ill be depleted scarcely less rapidly. 
The poorer strikers w ill insist on get­ 
ting the pittance from the strike fund 
for -which the constitution provides. 
To estim ate the loss In wages the 
strikers have suffered is difficult. When 
form er President M. M. Garland of the 
Amalgamated association was before 
the congressional com m ittee on ways 
and means some years ago in a labor 
Inquiry, 
he 
estim ated 
the 
average 
w ages of the steel workers at $3 per 
day. Calculating that 120,000 men are 
Idle from the present strike, to accept 
the association’s figures, the loss in 
w ages is $360,000 per day. 
The total number of men idle up to 
the declaration of the general strike 
w as estim ated at 40,000. Those were 
out 28 days before the 80,000 others 
(the association’s figures) were render­ 
ed idle by the second call of President 
Shaffer and the sym pathy strikes that 
followed. The follow ing table will give 
an idea of the men’s loss:
